W a s h in g t o n , January 18.—The O hio 
patent ballot box fraud investigation was 
continued before the House special com­ 
m ittee today. 
( 
On cross-examination ex-Governor For- 
alter said he had been on familiar rela­ 
tions with Senator Sherm an last sum ­ 
mer, and in fact never had been on any 
other term s with him , that he knew of. 
He did not know Sherman was in this 
country when he got the forged paper. 
H e had not mentioned the paper to Mc­ 
Kinley or Butterworth. 
His relations 
had always been pleasant with the for­ 
mer, and with the latter up to the time 
of his (witness’) nom ination. 
Witness 
had no suspicion as to Wood's integrity. 
•Grosvenor asked if witness did not 
think it strange that after he said he had 
the paper August 13th, he should have 
ba Iliad witness so and delayed its pro­ 
duction so long. 
W itness did not think he was baffled, 
and attributed Woods' delay to reluc­ 
tance to give up the paper. 
W itness 
Bomehow got the impression that it was 
in McLean’s custody. 
Grosvenor asked if he supposed Mc­ 
Lean would willingly give up a paper 
that would injure Campbell in the cam ­ 
paign. 
W itness replied, that was Wood’s busi 
noss; he had not at the time the slight­ 
est doubt of the genuineness of Me 
Kinley's, or, indeed, of any of the 
signatures. 
Grosvenor asked if Governor Cam p­ 
bell, before the campaign, had not borne 
a good Republican reputation. 
Witness replied that he did not know 
him until he was nominated. From that 
moment he heard no end of stories about 
him. and ended by getting a bad opinion 
of him. 
Grosvenor asked if he was not sur­ 
prised to see that Senator Sherman had 
signed such a paper. 
Witness replied that his mind had 
been so pre oared after believing McKin­ 
ley and Butterworth had signed it, that 
he might as well believe Sberman had 
signed, for he had as good an opinion of 
them as of anybody. 
Grosvenor asked why witness had not 
commurrcated with some of the persons 
whose names were on the paper before 
taking further steps. 
He replied that when he got the paper 
Sherm an and Butterworth were beyond 
the ocean, and he had not time to com­ 
municate with them . 
He was in the 
midst of a campaign making speeches 
As for McKinley, he did not know what 
he m ight have done if he had retained 
possession of the paper to make any use 
of it, but nis signature seemed so con­ 
clusive that ho had no doubt about it. 
It would seem rather indelicate to go to 
a man you believe guilty and talk about 
the m atter. 
H e could be expected to 
deny his guilt, of course, and then, too, 
before be got through with it he had 
found a man (Halstead) who knew just 
what to do with the paper. 
Witness had told Wood that he did 
.not know what to do with the paper. 
W itness said Campbell had charged that 
he (witness) was interested in the ballot- 
box m atter, and referring to witness’ 
statem ent about the million-dollar true’ 
money in the bill for somebody, had 
said nobody but an infamous scoundrel 
would make such a statem ent. 
Witness 
read th at speech on his way to the hall 
at M arietta, where he was to speak that 
night, and felt bim felf called upon to 
make an answer. Thereupon for the 
first time and only tim e in the cam­ 
paign 
be 
referred 
to 
the 
paper 
He said, inasm uch as the m atter had 
been made public, he had seen these 
papers, and in his judgment Campbell 
never would deny nis signature. 
lie 
was satisfied of that, not only because of 
the faith be had in the signature, but 
because of Cam pbell’s speech, which 
read like a very confession of guilt. 
He 
(Campbell) did not deny his signature, 
saying he could not do bo until he gof. 
some other documents. 
Grosvenor asked if before that time 
witness had seen Senator Sherm an’s 
published denial, and witness said prob 
ably he had not seen it. 
William L. W alters, of Utica, Michigan^ 
was sworn and said he met Wood in 
W ashington in September, and at his 
request had procured for him a copy of 
the ballot box bill introduced in the 
House by Campbell, of Ohio. Wood was 
very anxious to fiod a page who had an 
autograph album to sell. 
He could not 
find one, but witness finally managed to 
secure for Wood the autographs of sev­ 
eral Congressmen and Senators, includ­ 
ing those of Butterworth, McKinley and 
John Sherman. 
Wood had told witness 
he wanted the autographs first to set at 
the foot of photographs, and then to 
compare them with names on a contract, 
or as Wood term ed it, “ a land deal.” 
Richard G. Wood was then sworn. He 
gave his residence as Cincinnati, and his 
occupation as a mechanical expert. The 
Chairman handed witness exhibit A, and 
asked him if he ever saw it before. 
W itness recognized the document. 
He 
firBt saw it 
before 
the election—he 
thought, in October. 
H e bad got the 
heading drawn in General 
Curney’s 
office in thiB city. 
The names were 
written on a paper, in Cincinnati, by 
Will W ard. * A young man named Davis 
wrote the lines opposite the signatures. 
This work was done in the office of 
Murray, who is a patent solicitor for the 
ballot-box company. 
Chairm an—Are thoee names written 
here intended to be fac similes of the 
gentlemen's autographs? 
Witness—Tiiey were written according 
to pieces of paper I bad decured. 
Witness gave a humorous account of his 
attem pts to be appointed Smoke Inspec­ 
tor. 
He had seen Governor Foraker 
and the latter told him he could get him 
the place if it were not pledged. The 
Governor said he wanted witness to do a 
little hustling (or a favor) for him. Wit­ 
ness asked what he could do, and Fora- 
ker said there was a little document 
down in Bntterw crth’s office, and he 
wanted the witness to get it and let him 


see it. 
Witness could not imagine what 
document 
he 
m eant, 
and 
asked 
for 
an explanation. 
The 
Governor 
replied: “ Do you see w hat Butterworth 
is doing for the Republican party?” W it 
neBS replied that he noticed that Butter­ 
worth was acting peculiarly, and seemed 
to be rather posing for the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. The Governor had said that 
Butterworth was making all kinds of 
stabbing 
talk, and 
said if 
Butter­ 
worth wanted to make him (Foraker) 
out 
as 
disreputable, 
he 
would 
show 
him 
(Butterworth) 
to 
be 
disreputable. 
Foraker 
had 
said : 
“ You know it is common talk that But­ 
terworth is in every money scheme.” 
Witness had agreed with the Governor, 
and said if the stabbing business was 
going on he guessed they could stab, too. 
Witness (lien gave a long description 
of his attem pts to see the Governor in 
relation to his appointment, and created 
a burst of laughter by a chance allusion 
to President Harrison, as “ Oh! W hat's 
his name.” 
Wood admitted giving up the paper, 
and said the Governor did not ask any 
questions. Witness had Baid it was the 
best he could do, and it would do to 
bluff those 
fellows. 
The 
Governor 
promised not to have the paper published. 
About ten days before the publication he 
met the Governor coming out' of the 
Commercial-Gazette office, and Foraker 
said he waB talking to Halstead, and 
that the latter was going to show up 
those fellows. Witness had said the 
paper was not gotten up for such a pur­ 
pose, and told the Governor not to show 
that m an this paper. 
Foraker replied, 
“ Not for the world.” 
After the publication of the paper 
Murray told witness he wouid make affi­ 
davit that it was a forgery if witness did 
not go and get it back. 
Wood told the 
Governor this, and the Governor replied 
that he had not intended it should be 
published, but that a man got it from 
his Secretary when he (the Governor) 
was away. The Governor had added: 
‘ Old man, we have got ourselves in a 
bad hole. I don’t know whether I am 
to be elected or not.” 
W itness said : “ You better be lively 
or Murray will make an affidavit.” The 
Governor asked Wood to come to W ash­ 
ington or hunt up the gun contract, and 
that he would attend to the matter. 
W hen Wood came back to Cincinnati he 
asked the return of the papers, and For­ 
aker told him to go to Halstead for them. 
W itness insisted that they should not be 
published any more, and Foraker prom­ 
ised they would not be. 
W ithin forty- 
eight hours the whole thing was pub­ 
lished again. 
W itness was arrested for 
crim inal libel aud obliged to give up Lis 
papers. 
The Chairm an asked if anybody but 
witneFB knew he had drawn up the 
paper. 
He replied th at Governor Fora- 
ker certainly knew from what he (wit­ 
ness) told him, that the papers were not 
genuine. 
He did not charge Foraker 
with knowing the paper was a forgery. 
He could not do th a t; be could not say 
Foraker entered into a conspiracy. 
Chairm an—Did he ask you to commit 
fonrery ? 
W itness—I did not ask him whether 1 
should commit forgery. 
He added that Foraker wanted to get 
hold of a paper to get square with Ben 
Butterworth, and w itness agreed to'get 
it for him. 
It wbb not to be published, 
but to be shown around political head­ 
quarters, etc. 
« 
The Chairman asked J f witness had 
procured the forgery. 
Wood replied that he had gotten up a 
paper for Foraker; if he could make any­ 
body believe it waB genuine, all right. 
He believed he was being “played,” and 
hoped the politicians would go along 
without his help hereafter. 
This closed the exam ination. 
E x­ 
Governor Foraker said he desired to ask 
no questions, aud Grosvenor asked wit­ 
ness to be present on Monday.

B e r l in , January 18.—In the Reichstag 
the budget has passed second reading. 
The proposition to exem pt from m ilitary 
service all theological students was re­ 
jected; the proposition for 
mitigating 
the terms of service of students was ac­ 
cepted. There was great interest taken 
in Friday’s debate on the subject of an 
African steamship line. 
Dr. Bamberger, 
for the German Liberals, Dr. WindthorBfc 
and 
Professor Virchow 
energetically 
opposed the bill. Ex-Minister Hobrecht 
practically incurred its passage by prom­ 
ising to support the National Liberals 
upon the second reading of the bill. 
Dr. Schwenninger, Prince Bismarck's 
physician, counsels him to rem ain it 
Friedriuhsruhe, but it is asserted he it- 
sists upon going to Berlin, in the hope if 
forcing the passage of the Socialist bill, 
and to give inspiration and a war cry far 
the electoral conflict, to the Government 
parties. 
The W estphalian Gazette repeats the 
accusation of its Hamburger correspon­ 
dent, that tbe strikes throughout Ger­ 
many are fomented by French agents,kept 
going by French money. It is not un­ 
likely that this is a sort of sugges­ 
tion, aud that Bismarck himself will 
advance an argument relating to this 
idea, in favor of the passage of the so­ 
cialist bills, because in this guise he 
would be asked for authority not to 
expel from Germany people driven to 
desperation, but an awfully wicked lot of 
Frenchm en sent in to make unhappy an 
otherwise prosperous and contented peo­ 
ple. 
Prof. Virchoff, addressing his con­ 
stituents this week, declared that it was 
his intention to propose in the next 
Reichstag a general international die- 
arm m ent as the true solution of the 
trouble and condition of Europe, and tbe 
revolt of the overburdened people. 
At official quarters there is a general 
denial of Figaro'8 story that Portugal 
has appealed to Bismarck against Eng­ 
land's action as a violation of the reaty 
of Berlin. 
It is asserted that the Gov­ 
ernment is determ ined to preserve au 
attitude of striotest neutrality with Eng­ 
land, with whom Germany desires to go 
hand in hand in colonial affairs as far 
as possible.

General Vallejo Dies at a 
fiipe Old Age. 


JU D G E ADDISON 0. NILES DEAD.

S a n F r a n c is c o , January 18.—General 
M. G. Vallejo, one of the most conspicu­ 
ous figures in the history of California, 
died at Sonoma today, aged 82. General 
Vallejo was born in M onterey, this State, 
and was identified with all the public 
events during the Mexican occupation of 
California, and was at one tim e m ilitary 
governor of the country. 
[Mariana Guadalupe Vallejo was born 
at Monterey in 1808, aud received bis 
education in th at town, entering the 
Mexican m ilitary service early in life. 
He was quickly promoted through many 
ranks, 
and in 1830 moved to San 
Francisco as the result 
of bis 
ap­ 
pointment to the military command at 
that place. 
He was engaged in many 
compaigQ8 against tbe Indians, and was 
at one time taken prisoner by them. 
He founded 
Sonoma 
in 1835, and 
in 
1836 
was 
made 
Commandante 
General of California. He was indefatig­ 
able in his efforts to settle up and de­ 
velop the State, and before the conauest 
was among the most prominent of its 
Mexican citizens. General Vallejo was a 
member of the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion 
of 
1849, 
and 
spent 
the 
greater part of 
his m aturor 
years 
n the town of Sonoma. 
The town­ 
site of Benicia was given by him 
to 
the original settlers of the place, and 
was named after uis wife, odo of the 
Carrillo family of San Diego, to whom he 
was married in 1832 and by whom he 
had thirteen children. J

“ S t e p I n t o m y P a r l o r . ” 
The complacent assurance 
of 
the 
Chronicle in advising the people of this 
section to hold their Citrus Fair in San 
Francisco is only equalled by the per 
eietence of the Northern Belt people in 
claiming that their section is a successful 
rival to these Southern counties in orange 
culture. 
Because they raise a few or­ 
anges in sheltered nooks in the foothills 
they m ust, forsooth, puff themselves up 
w ith the idea th at they can make the 
industry of commercial value. 
But this 
is not the worst of it. 
Under this delu­ 
sion, or rather false pretense, they in 
vite Eastern settlers to buy their lands 
w ith a view to making money out of 
orange culture. 
This is the cruel and 
criminal part of the imposition. OrangeB 
are raised in England in hot-houses; in­ 


d e e d , all kinds of tropical fruits and 
plants can be raised anywhere by ártifi 
ciai means. B at as it is climate th at de 
termines the adaptability of places for 
particular growths, until the Northern 
part of California has changed in this re 
■pect, all efforts to raise oranges as a 
commercial proposition in that section 
will be ruinous to those who put their 
capital in it. The natural home in this 
State of citrus fruits is this section. Here 
is where they reach their finest growth 
and greatest excellence. 
H ere is where 
the attention of the world m ust be called 
to our special productions, and where all 
exhibitions of the citrus growth of this 
section, and hence of the State, must be 
held. If the Chronicle is serious in its 
suggestions, it betrays lees than its usual 
acum en in supposing that theee counties 
would accept a proposition the carrying 
out of which would play into the hands 
of the Northern Citrus Belt boomers and 
help to 
impose upon the credulity 
of Eastern people contemplating settle­ 
m ent in this State. 
They would use their 
am ateur exhibit as a comparison with our 
commercial exhibit to make strangers be­ 
lieve th at a bearing orange orchard can 
be raised as successfully in the Northern 
as in the Southern counties. 
It is an 
other case of “ step into m y parlor,” as 
the spider said to (he fly. 
The effort to establish orange culture 
in the Northern counties as a successful 
commercial proposition is not a new one. 
It 
has 
been 
tried 
thoroughly and 
failed completely. 
In 1878 9 there was 
a 
crasa 
for 
orange 
tree planting 
in Sacramento and other countieu at that 
end of the State. 
Young trees, brought 
from this section, were planted out by 
the hundred thousand. One gentleman 
who had made a great deal of money in 
working Comstock tailings in Nevada, 
planted ou* an orchard of 75,000 trees 
near a place in the foothills, east of Sac­ 
ram ento, now called Loomis. 
He had 
the most experienced men he could find 
to superintend the work. 
But the enter­ 
prise came to naught, and there is not a 
tingle tree now flourishing on his place 
This was only one of the many attem pts 
to naturalize the orange in that unconge­ 
nial region. W hat is the'result? A dec­ 
ade has passed, and with the exception 
of a few bearing trees, in a few seques­ 
tered and protected spots, there is not an 
orchard in the whole of Northern Cali­ 
fornia that pays one mill on the hundred 
dollars invested in this hopeless kind of 
speculation; nor has there ever been a 
shipm ent of oranges to the E -st from 
th at section that has been publicly and 
distinctively reported. 
We would re­ 
m ind our neighbors up there of the Latin 
apothegm, and advise them to stick to 
the crops which tim e has shown that 
they can profitably produce, and leave 
citrus fruits alone. 


E i n i n n d k ’i B a d B r e a k . 
8t. Jerom e Edm unds, the austere gen­ 
tlem an who has so long represented the 
State of Vermont in the Senate of the 
U nited States, has buttressed a very 
high reputation with flimsy materials. 
In precipitating himself into the Dudley 
debate he has shown that he is ready to 
sacrifice anything to partizanship. In 
attem pting to cast doubt upon the au­ 
thenticity of the “ blocks of five floate: 
letter of Dudley, Edmunds tries severely 
the faith of his admirers. 
The whole 
thiDg is in exact keeping with the 
previous record of that peculiar branch 
of the Senator’s party. 
I t harmonizes 
with the “ crisp new two and five-dollar 
bills” which Dorsey made so potential 
a previous campaign in the same 
State, and with the “ addition, division 
and silence” letter of Quay’s friend, Wm 
H. Kemble, to Titian J. Coffey. As this 
is the first time Edm unds has appeared 
in such peculiar company, it is a dis­ 
heartening evidence of the degenerating 
tepdenciea of the times. 
His action as a 
Senator of the U nited 8tates has not at 
all 
times 
been 
characterized 
by 
great delicacy. Occupying a seat in that 
august body, he has at no time deemed 
it incompatible with his official functions 
to earn a large income by arguing the 
cases of corporations, whose ultimate 
claims m ight come before Congress, 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
In this he has been im itated by other 
Senators, including even so distinguished 
a lawyer as Senator Evarts, but it is very 
doubtful whether the latter would have 
condescended under any circumstances to 
champion Dudley. The Republican m eth­ 
ods in Indiana are too well established 
by facts to permit of even Edmunds 
confusing the record. W hen Chester A 
Arthur attended a banquet in New York 
City celebrating the election of Garfield 
and himself, some enthusiastic 
but 
mealy-mouthed person, in describing the 
triumph in the Hoosier State, said, “ We 
carried Indiana by—by—” 
Here he 
hesitated in confusion. The Vice-Presi­ 
dent-elect, not a whit abashed, whis 
pered, “ by the liberal use of soap. 
The record is made up aud the American 
people understand it. 


M o nd ay week the Council will prob­ 
ably sec the date for the sewer elections. 
It appears to be conceded that the three 
propositions will have to be voted on 
on three separate days. 
This is a part 
of the ridiculous red tape of the State of 
California, in which every law is framed 
with the view of m ultiplying expenses 
and giving em ploym ent to those who 
earn the nim ble dollar by chance jobs of 
a semi-political or political character. It 
is to be hoped th at, some day, a sensible 
California Legislature will m eet and that 
some common sense enactm ents will 
follow. As it is, however, the Council is 
guiltless of this bungling work.

T h e M u n ic ip a l m o n e y s . 
On Monday the Council will open the 
bids for the custody of the city’s moneys 
It will be remembered that this time last 
year they also went through this per­ 
formance in a purely perfunctory man 
ner, and that the City Fathers finally 
concluded to retain the municipal funds 
in what are popularly called the Ring 
banks, on the supposition that if they 
did not do so the money would be loaned 
up in San Francisco, o r . in some other 
outside districts, or invested in govern 
m ent bonds. Of course all this was 
mere moonshine, and at best it was 
oat of the purview of that body’s official 
functions. 
The law explicitly said ¿hat 
this money should be let out to the 
highest bidder, and last year the Loe 
Angeles Savings Bank was the highest 
bidder. The Council rejected that bid 
on a doubtful technicality and called for 
bids a second time. 
Ou the second bid- 
dlbg the Farm ers & *Merchants Bank 
bid three per cent, a year. 
The respon­ 
sibility of this bank—second to none in 
California—could not be disputed. Never­ 
theless, on the whimsical idea 
that 
if the Farmers & Merchants Bank ob­ 
tained control of the municipal money it 
would be loaned up in San Francieco, 
both the letter' and spirit of the law 
were violated. There has at no time 
been any attem pt to give a rational ex­ 
planation for this action. 
The one actu­ 
ally assigned was farcical in the extreme, 
because a statem ent of the loans of this 
public-spirited institution showH th at it 
has been largely instrum ental in tiding 
our people over a period of financial de­ 
pression. 
But dismissing this flimsy 
pretext, what the people of Los Angeles 
know is that, through this juggling of 
their City Council, from $15,000 to $20,­ 
000 was lost to the City Treasury last 
year at a time when every municipal 
fund was confronted with a deficiency. 
They now demand, and in an im pera­ 
tive voice, that this time there shall be 
no juggling, and that the hard-bested 
taxpayers shall be allowed to benefit by 
the interest on tne moneys accumulating 
in the City Treasury. They insist that 
the law, and the law only, shall be the 
guide of the Council in this and other 
matters. 


O ne would not suppose that the hard, 
matter-of-fact duties of a Prosecuting At­ 
torney would be conducive to indulgence 
in flights of poetic fancy. 
Yet we see 
that our accomplished District Attorney 
has blossomed out strong, in the last 
number of Los Angeles L ife, as a wooer of 
the Divine Muse. 
His Pegasus ambles 
around the starry banner, and portrays 
in patriotic verse the glories of our new 
flag with forty-two stars. 
W hat could be 
more soul-stirring than to gaze upon

Some medicines are very expensive, 
says the New York Sun. 
At a recent 
exhibition of the American Public Health 
Association in Brooklyn one mannfactur 
ing chem ist, E . Merrick, exhibited a case 
of bottles, about enough to fill an ordi­ 
nary 
barrel, 
the 
total 
value 
of 
which was over $30,000. The most costly 
drug in the case was labeled “ Horn- 
atropine hydro-bromate cryst.” It was 
all in one bottle containing six pounds, 
and was valued at $12,600, or at the rate 
of $2,100 a pound. 
This drug is an alka­ 
loid, artificially prepared from atropine. 
Its effects are similar to those of atro­ 
pine, but not so lasting. It is a prepara­ 
tion of belladonna, and is chiefly used in 
treatm ent of the eyes, and always in 
minute quantities. It expands the pupil 
of the eye. 
Among the expensive drugs is aconi­ 
tine alkaloid, an amophous powder from 
auconitum 
napellus, 
produced from 
monkshood or wolfbane. It is used in 
febrile diseases and neuralgia. 
A bottle 
of this containing about three pounds is 
valued at $489.50. 
A bottle of anemonin 
containing 3% ounces, about the size of 
a pony of beer, is valued at $191.45. 
There are thirteen different preparations 
of caffeine in small bottles at from 
$16 to $28 a bottle. This medicine has 
lately been 
applied 
successfully in 
Bright’s disease. 
A small bottle of 
chelidonine alkaloid, containing three 
ounces, made from tetterwort, used in 
skin diseases and scrofula and dropsy, 
is valued at $88. 
Cocaine, which has 
the power when applied to any part of the 
body, to render that part insensible to 
pain or touch during a short time, 
is rather

drug.

Codeine phosphate is a preparation of 
morphine used to produce sleep.

“ true cotoin,” cost about $70 an ounce. 
Digitalin Germaine, a powder used to 
decrease the action of the heart, costs 
about $70 a pound. Elaterin crystals, 
prepared from

South American 
Indian arrow,a poison used asa medicine 
in lockjaw and hydrophobia, costs $45 
an ounce. 
An ounce of hyoscine hydrobromata 
crystal costs $1,166 66, and nine and a 
half ounces of hyo9cyanine alkaloid cosf4 
$1,400. 
These 
are 
preparations 
of 
henbane, and are considered excellent 
hvpnotica. They are similar in general 
effect to atropine, but not followed by 
such dangerous symptoms.

The person who cites the coffee expe­ 
rience of this country as showing that 
the reduction or removal of a protective 
duty does not lower prices to the con­ 
sum er is necessarily a fool or a knave, 
for reasons which are plainly apparent. 
The coffee duty was not a protective 
duty at all, but a revenue duty. 
The 
effect of its removal has no possible 
bearing, therefore, upon any question of 
th e effects of protective duties. 
In the second p lace-an d this is.the 
more im portant point—when Congress 
removed the import duty on coffee by 
way of reducing revenue without inter­ 
fering with the protective tariff the Bra­ 
zilian Government immediately added 
to its export duty an amount equal to the 
duty abolished by ourselves. 
So far as 
the American consumer is concerned, 
therefore, the duty has never been taken 
off coffee. 
I t has only been transferred, 
and instead of paying it into the United 
States Treasury the consumer pays it into 
the Treasury of Brazil.—[N. Y. World.

Marquand. President of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, Edward D. Adams, Cy­ 
rus J. Lawrence and E. C. Moore. Some 
$25,000 of this fund has already been 
raised, subscriptions to become binding 
when $40.000 has been pledged. 
The 
list of subscribers of $100 to the life fel­ 
lowship fund of the society already in­ 
cludes some 200 ladies and gentlemen 
interested in fine arte, and the capital 
Block of $50,000 has been virtually sub­ 
scribed by the co-operative societies aDd 
their members, 140 artists and architects 
being on the list. 
According to an English journal two 
minor branches of the doll industry form 
distinct trades—the making of the shoes 
and eyes. The shoes are made from the 
waste m aterial of children’s ornamental 
shoes and boots; but this branch is _ 
smaller one than.that of eye-making, as 
many dolls are sent out with merely 
painted boots, while all, or nearly all, 
have proper eyes. Doll’s eyes are of two 
sorts, known technically as common and 
natural. The common are simply colored 
hollow glass spheres of white enam el, 
black and blue being the only color 
used. The natural eyes are of similar 
composition, but have the pupil and 
iris properly represented. Considerable 
quantities are exported, especially to 
French doli-makere. The black eyes 
are used for dolls exported to South 
America, and blue eyes for those used at 
home, children naturally preferring their 
dolls to have eyes of a sim ilar hue to 
those most common among themselves.

Redondo Beach Struggling 
With a Mystery. 


DEATHS FROM NATURAL CAUSES. 


T he O r?H £e C rop—O ther Local News 
of More T h an O rd in ary 
In te re st. 


The residents of Redondo Beach and 
vicinity are considerably excited over a 
ihysterious discovery made by one of 
their num ber on Friday morning last. 
Abaut 8:30 o'clock, S. M. Cojk, a brick­ 
layer, was strolling on the wharf, and, 
moved by a spirit of curiosity, climbed 
up into a freight car, the door of which 
was invitingly open. The car was an or­ 
dinary “ box,” and had been standing on 
the track at the end of the wharf for 
several days past. 
It was No. 904, of the 
S. K. Í). 
Company, 
and had 
con­ 
veyed a load of oranges from “ Lucky 
Baldwin’s ranch; but the freight had 
been unloaded on Tuesday last, since 
which time it had remained empty. In 
one corner of the car, near the door 
which faced the ocean, Cook saw a large 
pool of red liquid, which on closer in 
spection proved to be blood, and near 
this was found a Derby hat, size 7%, and 
a gold-mounted dagger, the blade of 
which was four and a half inches in length 
and blood-stained to the hilt. 
Cook was 
naturally very much frightened by his 
discovery, but he picked up the hat and 
dagger and carried them to Constable 
George Foyer, of Chatanqua township, 
and related the circumstances of his dis­ 
covery to him . 
The officer took charge 
of the weapon and bat, and upon in­ 
specting the car found the blood as de­ 
scribed by Cook, but no further clue in 
explanation of the mystery could be ob­ 
tained. Owing to the position in which 
the car stood, it was possible for the 
m urderer, if a crime had been com­ 
m itted, to have thrown his victim from 
the door of the vehicle into the sea, and 
it is this theory which seems to prevail 
in the neighborhood. 
The Police Department was notified of 
the discovery, but up to a late hour last 
night no one had been reported as miss­ 
ing, and the solution of the m ystery is 
apparently as far off as at the outset. 


TWO INQUESTS. 


B o t h D e a t h * F o u n d t o R e s u l t f r o m 
N a t u r a l C a u s e * . 
Coroner M eredith held an inquest last 
night upon the body of Thomas Rud­ 
dock, the capitalist, who died on Friday 
m orning while being driven in a hack 
from the Southern California railroad de­ 
pot to the residence of Hon. L. J. Rose, 
on Grand avenue. 
As the body had 
been removed by the consent of the Cor­ 
oner from Cussen’s undertaking parlors, 
on First street, to the family residence, 
No. 317 Grand avenue, the jury was con­ 
veyed

at 6 :30 o’clock to view 
i t ; and while there the testimony of S. 
C. Ruddock, a brother of the deceased, 
was taken. 
He knew nothing of the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding his brother’s 
death, bnt stated tbat he had complained 
of late of pains in his chest, as of a bad 
cold. The deceased was 72 years of age 
and a native of Massachusetts. The jury 
was then driven to the Coroner’s office, 
where the rest of the testimony was 
taken. 
O. 6. Culp, the hack-dri ver in 
whoso vehicle Mr. Ruddock expired, re­ 
stated the factB chronicled in 
yester­ 
day’s H e r a l d , whereupon the jury re­ 
turned a verdict from natural causes. 
Yesterday afternoon Coroner Meredith 
held an inquest on the body of Wong Ah 
Mee, a native of China, 35 years of age, 
who was found dead by his room-mate in 
a hovel on Marchessault alley yesterday 
morning. From the testimony of Wong 
Lee, the m an who roomed with the de­ 
ceased, it was learned that he was a 
cigar-maker by occupation. 
The two 
Chinamen retired to their room as usual 
on Friday night about 11 o’clock, and 
the deceased was then apparently in 
good health. At an early hour yesterday 
morning Wong Lee arose, and as his 
companion was apparently asleep he 
w ent over to his bed and shook him 
There being no response, Lee made an 
other attem pt to rouse his room-mate, 
but found that he was dead. The jury 
returned a verdict of death from natural 
causes.

An Associated Press correspondent at 
Pomona in a recent dispatch, estim ates 
the orange crop of Southern California at 
3,350 carloads, which is 1,005,000 boxes. 
The local dealers assert th at this esti­ 
m ate is ridiculously 
high. 
Eugene 
Germain estim ates the crop at 2,000 
carloads, and J. E. Cook,of Cook & Lang­ 
ley, puts it at the conservative figure of 
1,700 carloads or 510,000 boxes. 
These 
gentlemen have made a pretty thorough 
canvass of the ground and claim that it 
is not possible they should be very far 
off the mark. 
The crop last year was 2,700 carloads 
or 810,000 boxes. Toe shortage this 
year is due to the failure, through scale, 
of the Beedling crop of Los Angeles 
county. 
The rescue effected by the 
vedolia enrdinalia did not come soon 
enough to save the crop of this year, but 
the good resultB of its work will show 
themselves twelve m onths from now. 
The cbances are th at the crop of next 
year, owing to the increase of acreage 
and absolute freedom from scale, will be 
as much over tbat of last year bb that 
was over any crop that preceded it. 
The prices to producers this year have 
been, as a rule, about ten per cent, larger 
than those of last year. This is partly 
due to the fact th at the Florida crop is 
only about two-thirds of its usual size. 
There is a large M editerranean crop, and 
for the first time the importation of 
Mexican oranges has affected the mar­ 
ket. These have usually been shipped 
in crates, and have been of such inferior 
quality as to necessarily be left out of all 
calculation on prices. 
It is stated by the dealers that the re­ 
cent storms have in no wise affected the 
size of the crop, as the fruit was tpo far 
advanced to be injured by cold weather 
or rain. The fact that the wind brings 
down a num ber of oranges, does not of 
itself affect the crop as a whole, for the 
trait which remains on the tree is usually 
better and larger by reason of the loss of 
the wind-fall*.
